This particular one was about 
a foot square, with a peaked roof and a 
chimney at each end, a doorway for the 
birds to go in and out and a couple of 
auger holes bored through the back to 
give the house light and air. 
“ This birdhouse, the summer before, 
had been occupied by a pair of blue­ 
birds, who had left their nest behind 
them. 
This nest the great crested fly­ 
catchers pulled apart and threw out of 
the house, every twig and straw. 
They 
cleaned the house out completely and 
then they brought in everything new 
and built a nest of their own and set­ 
tled down comfortably for the summer. 
“ But in a few days a pair of blue­ 
birds came along, and they made for 
this house. 
It might have been the 
same identical pair of bluebirds that oc­ 
cupied it the summer before. 
I don’t 
know about that, though I have no 
doubt that robins and other birds that 
have been south for the winter, hun­ 
dreds of miles away, do come back in 
the spring to tho same places and to the 
same trees. 
Anyhow’ this pair of blue­ 
birds wanted that birdhouse, and they 
were ready to fight for it, and that is 
w hat they did. The flycatcher is a nice 
little bird and a pretty plucky sort of a 
fighter, but not a match for the blue-

the house, and finally the bluebirds 
pitched the flycatchers out, and later 
they pitched out every stick of furni­ 
ture that the flycatchers had brought 
in, cleaned the house out entirely and 
then brought in fresh material and built 
a new’ nest according to their own ideas, 
and they settled down for the summer. 
‘‘Well, a few days after that a pair j 
of wrens came along, and they took a 
fancy to that particular birdhouse, too, 
and they sailed right in and tackled the 
bluebirds on the spot You couldn’t see 
the fight from the ground, but every 
now and then yon could see a straw or 
a feather shoot out of the front door of 
the house. 
The bluebird is a good, 
sound fighter, but the wren is a better 
one, and the upshot was that the wrens 
fairly put the bluebirds out and took 
possession of the birdhouse themselves. 
And then the wrens did just what tho 
others had done. 
They pitched out ev­ 
ery scrap of stuff in the birdhouse—just 
tumbled it out of the door, to fall on 
the ground—and then they brought in 
new stuff and built a nest for them­ 
selves. 
“ Nobody molested the wrens. 
They 
staid 
there 
and raised their young 
there, and in the fall they all flew 
away and left the birdhouse again de­ 
serted for the winter. ”—New York Sun.

ANCIENT WATER HEATERS.

People Two Thousand Tear« Ago Had 
Some Practical Convenience«. 
In two of the museums of old Roman 
antiquities at Naples tliere are several 
water heaters, which indicate that the 
principle of the water tube, the crown­ 
ing feature of modern boilers, was fully 
understood and appreciated some 2,000 
years ago. 
Mr. W. T. Bonner of Cin 
oinnati has been investigating these 
heaters ami found them to bo as inter­ 
esting as they are beautiful. 
One of 
them consists of an outer shell 
12 
inches in diameter and nei vly 17 inches 
high, surmounted by a somewhat hemi- 
ipherically shaped top. Inside this shell 
is an internal clyinder, also having a 
hemispherical top, which is 10 inch«-# 
in diameter and 12 inches high. 
The 
two shells are connected at the bottom 
by a rim, like the mud ring of a loco­ 
motive firebox, and the space between 
them was filled with water. 
The grate 
was formed of seven tubes made from 
sheet bronze, rolled ami soldered or 
brazed. 
The«» tubes open at both ends 
into tho bottom of the space between 
the shells, thus forming a water tube 
grate for the fuel to rest upon. 
Charcoal was probably used with this 
heater and was placed on the grate 
through an opening 4.8 inches high and 
4 inches wide, closed by a beautifully 
decorated door. The gases from the fire 
escaped into the outer air through three 
small openings formed by tubes cross­ 
ing from the inner to tho outer shell 
about 6.6 inches above the grate. 
Tho 
whole apparatus was raised about 12 
inches on a tripod so as to allow air to 
reach the fuel. 
In another boiler of 
somewhat the same type the outer shell 
has the form of an urn, while the inner 
shell rises from a water tube grate to 
an opening in the side. 
It is 12 inches 
in diameter at the widest part, 17.0 
inches high and supported on a tripod 
about 4 inches high. Its general shape 
is much like that of the silver cream 
pitchers known as the Paul Revere pat­ 
terns, although, of course, it is much 
larger and has a top closed by a lid. 
It 
has been suggested that these utensils 
may have served at some time to heat 
wine as well as w ater, which sugges­ 
tion appears reasonable, as many his­ 
torians state that, the Pompeiians made 
great use of hot drinks. It may be that 
they were found in one of the tennpodi 
or cafes, of w’hich there were several in 
Poinprii.—Boston Transcript

The First Railroad in America. 


Gridley Bryaut, a civil engineer, in 
lHliu, projected the first railroad in the 
United States. 
It was built for the 
purpose of carrying granite from the 
quarries of Quincy, Massachusetts, to 
the nearest tidewater. 
Its length was 


four miles, including branches, and its 
first cost $50,000. 
The sleepers were 
ot stone and were laid across the track 
eight feet apart. 
Upon rails of wood, 
six inches thick, wrought-iron plates, 
three inches wide and a quarter of an 
inch thick, were spiked. 
At the cross­ 
ings stone rails were used, snd as the 
wooden rails became unserviceable they 
were replaced by others of stone.—May 
Ladies’ Home Journal.

P aris. May 0.—A somber feeling pre­ 
vailer every class of society. 
The news- 
papers without exception, describe the 
disaster at the Grand Bazaar de Charite 
in the sober and simple fccrnis befitting 
the appalling event of TuP&lay evening. 
The catastsophc will always la* remem­ 
bered as one of the most fearful that 
ever befell a European city. 
Nothing 
comparable in loss of life has ever oc­ 
curred here, except the fire which de­ 
stroyed the Opera Comique in 1887. 
Singularly enough that disaster hap­ 
pened in the same month of the year, 
and HO persons were burned to death, 
while 45 were officially registered as 
missing. In aristocratic circles the num­ 
berless dinner parties and other func­ 
tions of a gayly opening season have 
been suddenly abandoned. 
It is now estimated that there were 
bout 1,200 persons in the building when 
the fire was discovered about one-half of 
whom escaped unhurt. 
Some estimates 
place the number of dead at 143, other" 
at a still higher figure. 
The amount of administrative negli­ 
gence surrounding the catastrophe is al­ 
most inconceivable. 
The structure was 
so combustible that many of the victims, 
if not most of them, must have l*ceu 
burned alive, without suffocation.

me was a group of blind children.

Dr. Nachtel, who has directed the 
ambulance work, says that the number 
of bodies found gives u very inadequate 
idea of the uuuiber of victims, as dozens 
were burned completely to ashes.

FIGHT FOR A BIRDH O U SE. 


F lycatch er* 
D riven 
Out 
by 
B luebird*. 
Wren* the Final Victor*. 
"One spring,” said a lover of birds, 
“ there came to a birdhouse in my gar­ 
den a pair of great crested flycatchers. 
I had a dozen birdhouses 
scattered 
around. 
This particular one was about 
a foot square, with a peaked roof and a 
chimney at e.ach end, a doorway for the 
birds to go in and out and a couple of 
auger holes bored through the back to 
give the bouse light and air. 
“This birdhouse, tho summer before, 
bad been occupied by a pair of blue­ 
birds, who I iud left their nest behind 
th< m 
This nest the great crested fly­ 
catchers pulled apart and threw out of 
the house, every twig and straw. 
They 
cleaned the house out completely and 
then they brought in everything new 
and built a nest of their own and set­ 
tled down comfortably for the summer. 
“ B u tin a few days a pair of blue­ 
birds c;une along, and they made for 
this housa 
It might have been the 
same identical pair of bluebirds that oc­ 
cupied it the summer before. 
I don’t 
know about that, though I have no 
doubt that robins and other birds that 
have been south for the winter, hun­ 
dreds of miles away, do come back in 
the spring to the same places and to the 
same trees. 
Anyhow this pair of blue­ 
birds wanted that birdhouse, aud they 
were ready to fight for it, and that is 
what they did. The flycatcher is a nice 
little bird aud a pretty plucky sort of a 
fighter, but not a match for the blue­ 
bird. They had a grand round up inside 
the house, and finally the bluebirds 
pitched the flycatchers out, aud later 
they pitched out every stick of furni­ 
ture that the flycatchers had brought 
in, cleaned the house out entirely and 
then brought in fresh material aud built 
a new nest according to their own ideas, 
and they settled down for the eummer. 
“ Well, a few days after that a pair 
of wrens came along, and they took a 
fancy to that particular birdhouse, too, 
aud they sailed right in and tackled the 
bluebirds on the spot You couldn’t see 
the fight from the ground, but every 
now aud then you could see a straw or 
a feather shoot out of the front door of 
the house. 
Tbe bluebird is a good, 
sound fighter, but the wren is a better 
one, and the upshot was that the wrens 
fairly put the bluebirds out and took 
possession of the birdhouse themselvea 
And thru the wrens did just what tho 
others had done. 
They pitched out ev­ 
ery scrap of stuff in the birdhouse—just 
tumbled it out of the door, to fall on 
the ground—and then they brought in 
new stuff aud built a nest for them­ 
selves. 
“ Nobody molested tbe wrens. 
They 
staid 
there 
and raised their young 
there, and in tho fall they all flow 
away aud left the birdhouse again de­ 
serted for the winter. ”—New York Sun.

In two of tbe must urns of old Roman 
antiquities at Napl es there ara several 
water heaters, which indicate that the 
principle of the water tube, the crown­ 
ing feature of modern boilers, was fully 
understood aud appreciated some 2,000 
years ago. 
Mr. W. T. Bonner of Cin­ 
cinnati has l>eeu investigating these 
heaters anti found them to be as inter­ 
esting as they are beautiful. 
One of 
them consists of an outer shell 
12 
inches in diameter and net»ly 17 inches 
high, surmounted Ivy a somewhat hemi- 
spherically shaped top. Inside this shell 
Is an internal clyiuder, also having a 
hemispherical top, w’hicb is IO mein** 
in diameter and 12 inches high. 
The 
two shells are connected at tho bottom 
by a rim, like the mud ring of a loco­ 
motive firebox, and the space between 
them was filled with water. 
The grate 
W’as formed of seven tul*es made from 
sheet brouze, rolled and soldered ox 
brazed. 
These tul es open at both ends 
Into the bottom of the space In* wee ii 
the shells, thus forming u water tubs 
grate for the fuel to rest u]>oil 
Charcoal was probably used with this 
heater aud wus placid on the grate 
through an opening 4.8 Inches high and 
4 inches w ide, closed by a beautifully 
decorated door. The gases from the fire 
escaped into the outer air through three 
•mall openings formed by tubes cross­ 
ing from the inner to the outer shell 
about 6.6 inches above the grate. 
Tho 
w hole apparatus was raised about 19 
Inches on a trij>od so as to allow air to 
roach th© fuel. 
In snottier boiler of 
Somewhat the same type' the outer shell 
has the form of an urn, w hile the inner 
shell rises from a water tube grate to 
an opening in the side. 
It is 12 inches 
In diameter at the widest part, 17.0 
inches high and supported on a tripod 
about 4 inches high. Its general shape 
is much like tlmt of tile silver cream 
pitchers known as the Paul Revere pat­ 
terns, although, of course, it is much 
larger and has a top closed by a lid. 
It 
has been suggested that these utensils 
may have served at some time to heat 
wino as well as w ater, which suggos 
ti on ap] learn reasonable, as many his­ 
torians state I bul the Pompeiians made 
grant use of hot drinks. 
It may bt* that 
they were found in one of the term pod! 
or cafes, of w’hioh there were several in 
Pompeii.—Boston Transcript

In This Story. 


Milton Nobles, the actor and author, 
and Senator Vilas were schoolmates in 
Madison 35 years ago, and they went 
from the schoolhouse to the war to­ 
gether. 
Nobles thinks a good deal of 
his old schoolmate and is proud of the 
distinction he has won among the great 
men of his party. 
When

special delivery stamp 
made its appearance, Senator Vilas, 
who was then postmaster general, re­ 
ceived 
many complimentary letters, 
among them one from Noble*. The rest 
of the story is best told by the anthos 
him self: 
“ When I wrote this letter of congrat­ 
ulation to the general, I hadn’t had oc­ 
casion to use or receive any of the 
stamps, but the idea seemed to me to 
be a good one. 
I was spending a week 
at home in Brooklyn at the time.

The First Railroad in America. 


Gridley Bryaut, a civil engineer, in 


I>26, projected the first railroad in the 
United States. 
It was built for the 


purpose of carrying granite from the 


quarries of Quincy, Massachusetts, to 
the nearest tidewater. 
Its length was 


four miles, including branches, and its 


first coit $50,000. 
The sleepers were 


of stone and were laid across the track 


eight feet apart. 
Upon rails of wood, 
nix inches thick, wroughtiron plates, 
three inches wide and a quarter of an 


inch thick, were spiked. 
At the cross­ 


ings stone rails were used, snd as the 
wooden rails became unserviceable they 
were replaced by others of stone.— May 
Ladies’ Home Journal.
